In the house of representatives just 
before the a ment of the afternoon 
session yesterday was read the report 
of the 2 nt committee appointed 
to invest charges of lobbying 
in the general assembly. 

Great interest was manifested in “ne 
report, and when Chairman John M. 
Slaton, of the committee on the part of 
the house, presented it as ‘‘the report 
of a privileged committee’ the conver- 
gation that had been general the 
floor during the passage of senate bills 
ceased and every member listened in- 
tently to the reading of the paper by 
Clerk John YT. Boifeuillet. 

Special interest was manifested in that 
portion of the report which dealt with 
the testimony of Representative W. D. 
Mills, of Cherokee, relative to the offer 
of $500 for his influence against the 
child labor bill, and another time what 
amounted to an offer of $10 if he would 
change his vote for speaker. This was 
the only evidence as to criminal lobbying 
which the committee found, and owing 
to the fact that none.of the guilty par- 
ties could‘.be identified by Mr. Mitls or 
others, the committee made no recom- 
mendation regarding it. Some amuse- 
ment was manifested on the part of the 
members during the reading of this por- 
tion of the report, and there was at 
times considerable indulgence in laugh- 
ter

the conclusion of the reading of 
the report Representative E. R. Jones, 
ef Dougherty, moved that an approprt.- 
tion of 99 cents be made from the treas- 
ury to pay the expenses of discovering 
the party who had attempted bribery of 
one of the members, and who, he was 
gure, from statements made, was nore 
other than Brown Allen, the man con- 
nected with the Will Myers murder case, 
who was never discovered. 

The only recommendation the spectal 
committee made was found in the clous- 
ifig paragraphs, in which it suggested 
the enforcement of the rules against 
permitting unauthorized persons, 
those not entitied to the 
the floor, to go upon the 
house or senate, especially 
Giscussion and action on 
which they might be particularly 
ésted. 

The report covers about six typewrit- 
ten pages. In view of the great interest 
that has been manifested in the evidence 
before the committee, the report as pub- 
_ this morning will be widely read.

Henry Spalding Meets Death 
in a Queer Man- 
ner.

Fort Plain, N. Y., August 11.—Henry 
Spalding, aged about forty-five years, an 
expert enthusiastic automobilist from 
West Orange, N. J., rode to his death 4 
miles east of here this afternoon. He was 
on the tow path of Erie canal. Owing 
to the muddy condition of the path, and 
while turning out for a lineman’s rig, his 
guto swerved more than he intended, 
and man and machine plunged into the 
water. 

Two linemen rushed to aid Spalding, but 
in their excitement let go entirely of a 
rope, one end of which they had thrown 
to the drcewning man. One of them 
then hastened to Spraker, a hamlet near 
by. for assistance, but by the time help 
arrived Spalding had gone down for the 
last time. The body was recovered bad- 
ly entangled in the rope which had been 
thrown to him. The machine, uninjured 
and with brakes set, was also recovered. 

Mr. Spalding was en route to Chicago, 
and met an accident one week ago today 
®,;at kept him in Amsterdam for repairs 
until this afternoon. Meantime his travel- 
‘mg companions, his wife and her mother, 
had gone on to Syracuse, where they were 
waiting in order to continue the journey 
with him. The body was taken to Cgna- 
* joharie. 

Spalding was a veteran automobilist, and 
at Amsterdam yesterday was advised by 
Dr. J. H. Jackson, of this village, that, 
owing to the dangerous condition of the 
roads, he should at least ship his auto- 
mobile to Syracuse. Mr. Spalding replied 
that he considered himself equal to the 
difficulties before him.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 
IS PRESENTED IN FULL 


Only Evidence Submitted To Show Any Criminal 


Offense Was That of Representative 
Mills. ‘ 


© the General Assembly—T he joint committee appointed to inves- 
tigate the charges of lobbying and kindred practices respectfully 
report as follows: 

Our duties as outlined in the resolution adopted by both branches 
of the general assembly are toinvestigate the charges of criminal lobbying, 
and of practices akin thereto; which injuriously affect wise legislation, and 
to report the evidence establishing elther or both, and our findings and 
recommendations thereupon. 

The resolution wag printed in many pagers in Georgia, and by its 
terms invited every citizen to offer testimony or lend assistance to the 
committee in the pursuance of its investigations. We have disregarded 
technical rules of evidence and have allowetl witnesses to detail the 
vaguest rumors in the endeavor to trace through them direct testimony 
for submission to the general assembly. Subpenas have been served on 
every man whose name has been presented for examination from whom 
the committee had reasonable expectation of obtaining information and 
he has been required to attend, except -where excused for providential 
cause or his examination would apparently: be fruitless, 

The offense of lobbying is dealt with in the constitution of the state, 
article 1, section 3, paragraph 5, as follows 


Lobbying.—Lobbying is declared to be a crime, and the general assembly 
shall enforce this provision by suitable penalties. . 


In pursuance of this provision of the constitution, the legislature has 
dealt with this offense in the following language, as embodied in the 
319th section of the criminal code: 


Lobbying Defined.—Lobbying is any personal solicitation of a member of 


the general assembly ob this state, during a session thereof. by private in- 
terview or letter, or message. or other means and appliances, not addressed 
solely to the judgment, to favor or oppose, or to vote for or against any bill. 
resolution. report or claim pending, or to be introduced in either branch there- 
of, by any person who misrepresents the nature of his interest in the matter 
to such member, or who is employed for a consideration by a person or cor- 
poration interested in the passage or defeat of such bill, resolution. report or 
claim, for the purpose of procuring the passage or defeat thereof. But this 
does not include such service as drafting petitions, bills or resolutions, attend- 
ing to the taking of testimony, collating facts, preparing arguments and me- 
morials, and submitting them orally, or in writing, to a committee or member 
of the general assembly, and other services of like character, intended to 
reach the reason of the legislators. 


The only evidence subitted to us, tending to show the criminal of- 
fense, is that of Representative W. D. Mills. In brief he testifies that 
prior to the actual consideration of the child labor bill at: the session of 
the general assembly in 1902 be was stopped while about to enter the post- 
cffice adjoininy the hall of the house of representatives, by a smooth- 
faced young man of apparently between twenty-seven and thirty years of 
age. The time was about the hour when the house convened and members 
were passing to andfrom the hall. This strangerasked him if he were 
not Représentative Mills and interrogated him as to his position on the 
child iabor bill. Mr. Mills indicated his favorable attitude to the Dill, 
when the man stated to him it would be worth $500 to the representative 
to advocate the opposition to the measure. Mr. Mills told the stranger 
to wait a minute, intending to communicate the circumstance to the mes- 
senger Or some older member of the house. The messenger testified that 
he remembers that Mr. Mills recounted to him such a conversation. When 
Mr. Mills returned the stranger was gone, and an elderly gentleman who 
was leaning against the wall opposite to the place where the conversa- 
tion occurred, stated that he thought the stranger was from Alabama, 
Mr. Mills never has seen before or since either the stranger or the elder- 
ly gentleman since: the time of the occurrence, and knew the names of 
neither. The witness voted for the child labor bill. 

Furthermore, when Mr. Mills was on the stand he was asked whether 
he had stated to two gentlemen in the Kimball house lobby on the steps 
leading up to the first floor, that he had been offered one or two hundred 
dollars for his vote for Mr. Mitchell in the speakership contest, and 
whether he had not stated to said gentlemen that two strangers had 
made him this offer. Mr. Mills denied such an occurrence, but stated 
that any two men so reporting were “two lHlars.” A witness, ex-Speaker 
John D. Little, stated that Mr. Mills recounted to him and Speaker Mor- 
ris such an occurrence. Mr. Mills rose during the delivery of this evi- 
dence by Mr. Little and stated that he remembered the occurrence, but 
that he said he had been offered a bet of $1090 that he could get $100 
to cast his vote a certain way in the speakership race. Mr. Mills voted 
for the candidate of his original choice. Mr. Little testified that Mr. Mills 
Was requested to point out the party making the offer, but upon search- 
ing for him in the lobby of the Kimball house stated he could not find the 
party. 

We refer to the gtenographic report of the evidence for accuracy of 
detail in reference to the testimony briefly summarized above and bear- 
ing on the question of criminal lobbying. 

The provision in the resolution requiring us to report on the exist- 
ence of practices akin to lobbying, not technically comprehended in the 
term, but injuriously affecting wise legislation, leads us into a broaa 
field, and one involving difficult moral and ethical questions. The great 
mass of evidence we have heard has borne eT on this depart- 
ment of our duty. . . 

Much testimony has been adduced showing that persons interested 
in legislation, both local and general, and agents and attorneys acting 
for them, have urged their causes upon members of the general assem- 
bly. It is further established that it is the custom for parties not enti- 
tied thereto to enjoy the privileges of the floor of both senate and house. 

In the opinion of your committee it is an essential right that a citi- 
zen should be permitted without restraint to express to legislators his 
opinions on questions coming before them. Such a privilege is conducive 
to good legislation and no member of the general assembly should ever 
be deaf to legitimate arguments or statements of facts which might eluct- 
date questions upon which he must act. Met with the absolute necessity 
of injuring some interests in nearly al] legislation, it is difficult for the 
honest legislator to know what he should do. In thig position, isolation 
and wisdom are not necessarily allied. He needs all the aid he can 
get, and the more diligently he searches for light, the more does he fit 
himself for the discharge of his high obligation. The merchant, farm- 
er, railroad man, lawyer, scientist, artisan may all be pressed into ser- 
vice, but constantly with the heed that his influence shall be limited to 
that justly created by the strength of his arguments, As much, if not more, 
damage is done by igwmorance than by vice, and the scope of legislation 
being co-extensive with human activity, the knowledge of those engaged 
in it should be commensurate with the subject. 

What a man may do by himself he may do by agent or attorney, but 
we desire to emplasize our opinion’ that no man, by himself or by anoth- 
er, can properly endeavor to influence legislation by appeals to individ- 
ual legislators or by appearance before committees, without disclosing 
his interest and the capacity in which he appears. It is bfft right for 
the representative to weigh the advice in view of the position of the ad- 
viser. He should never be permitted to mistake for disinterested sug- 
gestion the argument of a partisan to be benefited. Such frankness is 
not only dictated by candor, but by formal action of the state bar as- 
sociation has been enjoined upon its members.

Miss DeCris. testified that the real 
cause of the whipping was that Warden 
Allagood made improper proposals to her 
one day. On the first of June, while 
in his office, he tried to caress her, 
which she resented; that he then we# 
into another room and sat on a be 
calling her to come there.

Stairs,’’ she testified. . ‘‘'He told me that 
if I ever told what he had said that he 
wculd make it hot for me, and he cer- 
tainly has kept his rd. I saw him at 
one time kiss a whife woman prisoner 
in the sick ward, ar at another time 
saw him in the barn 2 ah a negro woman 
prisoner, she lying !n|hay and he stand- 
ing by her. 


Says She Tdld Others. 

“I told one of the @ther white women 
of the improper proposals made by Alia- 
good, and she told me if ¥ was that 
kind of a woman it would be well for me 
to da what Aliagocd said if I wantéé to 
have an easy time,’ but if I was not that 
kind to resist, 

“Captain Allagood learned that I had 
told and went to the field where the 
woman wag at work and forced her to 
tell him what I had said. Before this I 
had many privileges. For instance, my 
clothing was washed with the  Alla- 
good’s. 

"TI had practically 
the same closet. 
wards all denied me. 

“The evening before the whipping I 
talked with Mrs. Allagood, but used 
disrespectful words, but when she ordered 
me to stop talking and go back to my 
room, I refused, and when Warden Alla- 
g00d returned he was told by Mrs. Alla- 
g°04 and he whipped me.” 


Said Negroes Tantalized Her. 

When questioned as to how many licks, 
said she did not know, but that she was 
bruised so badly that she could not sit 
down for several days and that she had 
to put greased cloth on places for some 
time; was forced to 
with negro women for two weeks, 
nearly fainted in the field once. 

She said she never wrote any improper 
notes to any one, and savs she overheard 
Mrs. Allagood tell the Women of the house 
this morning that the committee was 
coming and for them to stick to her and 
the captain. 

She was tafntalized by negro women as 
the “lazy, no good diamond queen. no 
better than We are,” etc. Her refusal to 
see reporters was dictated by Allagood, 
and through fear. 

One witness testified that Miss DeCris 
told her of Improper proposals made by 
Allagood; that she heard the licks and 
heard Miss DeCris’ cries; afterwards she 
saw the bruises, and that they were very 
severe, 

All the witnesses denied that Captain 
Allagood had ever made any approaches 
toward them or others as far as they 
kriew. All denied that Mrs. Allagood said 
anything this morning to them about 
sticking to them.

Captain Allagood’s Statement. 
Captain Allagood testified that charges 
were utterly false, without the sem- 
blance of truth; that he never made im- 
proper proposals to any one, but that 
Miss DeCris was mad about her privileges 


of her unruly and impudent conduct; that 
she had been treated more kindly than 
any other prisoner they ever had, but 
she did not appreciate what was done fo: 
her. 

“Her ways were utterly destructive of 
discipline and I whipped her after the 
physician had pronounced that she was 
‘fable to stand it.. The punishment was 
mild and did not hurt her much. The 
charges are all inspired: by anger and 
are false. I can face the result with con- 
fidence.’’ 

Referring to the matter of sending the 
woman to work in the fields so shortly 
after the whipping, Captain Allagood 
said: | 

“? wanted her to see what it meant to 
work in the fields. I was disciplining 
her for her insubordination and I wanted 
to show her how easy a time she was 
having in the house. She was living as 
easy a life as many women do who are 
out of prison. Her work was of the 
lightest character and she had no reason 
to complain.

The Testimony of Sire Allagood. 

The interest of the day centered about 
the testimony of Mrs.. Allagood. who 
heretofore has refused to discuss the 
matter in any way for publication. She 
began her testimony by stating that the 
various charges uttered. by Miss DeCris 
were the first she had ever heard uttered 
along that line, and, of course, looked 
upon them as totally false. Concerning 
the trouble that brought op the whipping, 
Mrs. Allagood said:

Asked That She Be Whipped. 

“When she continued to threaten me I 
ordered her to return to her work. lL 
then left the house and went at once to 
Captain Allagood and told him what had 
occurred.

I told him 
that either she must be whipped to bring 
her into submission or that 1 would. be 
forced to leave, as she would continue in 
her attitude and grow more violent, per- 
haps.

The interview which Mrs. Donaldson 
disavows was given promjnence in New 
Yerk as follows:

“The whipping of Miss DeCris is a 
blot on the south. Every man with any 
manhood in his sou] should rise up and 
demand justice for the girl.

bearing on certain influences claimed to be unduly exerted upon members 
of the general assembly. Some of these are. not- within our province, 
but pecullarly within that of the body creating this committee. 

When conduct becomes a matter solely of propriety, it must appeal! 


to the individual alone. 


When we pass beyond certain confines clearly set out, it will be seen 
wé reach a realm with which the conscience, and not legislatures, must 


deal. 


Reporting upon another branch of the questions arising under the 


evidence, we submit that for many years a rule of the senate has been 


practically as follows: 


Rule 101.—No perseun shal! be allo wed to enter upon the floor of the senate, 


except the senators and officers there of, 


the officers and members of the 


house, the governor of the state and the heads of the offices of the executive 
department, ex-governors, judges of the supreme and superior courts in actual 
commission, ex-presiding officers of the senate and houge, and such others as 
the senate may ajow upon the reco mmendation of the committee on the 


privileges of the floor. 


Rule 173 of the house is practically the same. 
We know that for many years it has been the unbroken custom to 
permit reputable persons on the floor of both branches of the general 


assembly in violation of these rules. 


Save on rare occasions, we have 


never known exception to be taken to this extension of courtesy, and in 
view of this long continued custom, the presiding officer who enforced the 


rule would excite surprise, if not invite criticism in so doing. 


It has 


been as customary as holding up the hand to vote instead of “rising 


and standing until counted.” 


But we report that in our opinion the rules are wise ones. The pres- 


ence of strangers upon the floor necessarily 
by the audible conversation invited by them, 
clerks in the performance of their duties.

It is not seemly that parties 


iirectly or indirectly interested in a measure under discussion should 


be mingling with those who must vote. 


The eagerness and anxiety of 


the visitor naturally manifests itself in external acts which may inju- 


riously affect legislation. 


The due decorum of the legislative body is dis- 


turbed and its dignity lowered in the performance of its services and 


solemn duties. 


We recommend that these rules, 110 of the senate and 


173 of the house, be enforced, and that so far as practicable all persons 
interested in instant questions before either branch of the general as- 
sembly be excluded pending their discussion and disposition. 

We respectfully recommend that fhis report be spread upon the 
Journal, but that the evidence herewith presented be filed in the office 


of the secretary of state.

DEATHS FOLLOW 
CYCLONE’S PATH 


Villages Destroyed and 
Thousands Are Homeless 
at Martinique. 


Washington, August 11.—The state de- 
partment today received a dispatch from 
Consul Jewell, at Fort de France, Mar- 
tinique, dated yesterday, confirming the 
press report of the disastrous cyclone in 
hat island. The dispatch says: 

“Terrific cyclone visited entire island 
midnight Saturday; great damage crops 
and fruits; many houses in Fore dé 
France unroofed; trees 2 feet thick up- 
rooted. One killed. Consulate intact. 
At Trenite seven killed; many houses 
destroyed. Smalier towns damaged. Net 
villages Rivoli, Fond, LaHaye, Fourniols 
and Reculle destroyed, rendering 6,000 
sufferers last year’s catastrophes again 
homeless. Reports interior island indefi- 
nite. Great discouragement.”’

MacedonianCommission Fore 
tells Coming Turkish 
». Atrocities. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, August 11.—The repre- 
sentatives of the Macedonian revolution 
commission announce that the revolution 
broke out in the vilayet of Uskub last 
Sunday, and in the vilayet of Adrianople 
on Monday. Telegraphic communication 
interrupted. Adrianople forms the 
seventh revolutionary district. The repre- 
sentatives of the committee also publish 
a contradiction of the alleged atrocities 
committed by the Bulgarians and accuse 
the Turks of attempting to prepare the 
mind of Europe for the eventual massacre 
of innocent Christians. 

General Tzoncheff, president of the 
Macedonian committee, has addressed an 
appeal to his adherents to assist the in- 
surgents in Macedonia, even by revoly- 
tionary means. 

Prominent Macedonians here have form- 
ed a charitable committee for the purpose 
of obtaining help for the victims of the in- 
surrection.

St. Petersburg, August 11.—The Russjan 
ambassador at Constantinople telegraphs 
that by command of the sultan, his son, 
Prince Ahmed Effendi, called at the em- 
bassy to express the deep distress and 
regret caused in the mind of-the sultan 
by the murder of the Russian consul at 
Monastir, and requested the ambassador, 
to notify the czar of this second expres- 
sion of the sultan’s sorrow.

G. Hallier, Alabama District Organ- 
izer of United Mine Workers, 
and Greer, Colored, Vice Pres- 

ident, Assaulted by Horse 
Creek Citizens. 


Birmingham, Ala., August 11.—Joe Hal- 
Her, Alabama district organizer of the 
United Mine Workers of America, was 
shot and seriously wounded in the arm at 
Horse Creek yesterday morning and B. L. 
Greer, colored, vice president of the Ala- 
bama United Mine Workers, was assauit- 


ed and severely beaten by a crowd of. 


angry citizens. 

Mr. Hallier was shot in the left arm, 
the bullet entering at the back of the 
upper arm and coming out in front, An 
artery was severed and he was brought to 
the city. He had been to Empire, a small 
settlement near Horse Creek, wifh Vice 
President Greer, where a small local or- 
der of the United Mine Workers was or- 
ganized, and the two men had come to 
Horse Creek to take the train for Bir- 
mingham. According to the account of 
freer they were in the depot 
when five men entered, and 
they were ordered to march down the 
railroad track at the point of pistols. They 
started and were then ordered to trot, 
which they also did. Various indignities 
wete heaped upon them, Mr. Hallier being 
forced to kiss Greer. Greer was assaulted 
and beaten so that the blood flowed pro- 
fusely. 

While Mr. Hallier was being forced to 
trot the men began firing at him and he 
finally fell with the wound in his arm. 
The pursuers then left him and returned 
to the town. Greer stayed with him and 
they were picked up by the crew of a 
freight train which passed soon and 
brought to Birmingham.

REPORTED GOOD 


Major French’s Report Upon 
Georgia State Sol- 


High tribute to the military spirit shown 
by the Georgia troops and the excellent 
moral of Georgia's soldiers is paid in the 
oficial report made by .Major F. H. 
French, of the Sixteenth United States 
infantry, the officer who made the official 
inspection. 

An order has been issued by Adjutant 
General Robertson containing Major 
French's report, communicated by him 
officially by Lieutenant Coloye] Parker, 
acting assistant géneral. The text. of 
Major French's report is as fqllows: 

“The companies are composed mainly 
of young men taken from various occu- 
pations; as they were at work during the 
day the inspections were held at night. 
An exception to this was made with the 
six cavalry troops located in small towns 
near Savannah, the membership of which 
is made up principally of farmers living 
within a radius of 15 or 20 miles of the 
rendezvous; on account of this distance it 
Was more convenient to inspect them 
during the day, 

“No physical examination ts required 
before enlistment;* while in some in- 
stances men were in ranks who. would 
not be accepted by the general govern- 
ment, most of these troops were active 
young men and of good physique. As 
they are being trained for the United 
States service in case of need, they should 
be required to pass an éxamination by a 
doctor before enlisting in the militia, the 
standard being less exacting than in the 
case of recruits for the army. because 
many of the militia are not fully grown, 
and as they mature wil dévelop to meet 
the requirements of the army. More at- 
tention should be paid to the setting up 
drills and a course of gymnasium work 
would not only help in the development 
of the men but would give additional! in- 
terest to the service.”’ 

“As the inspections were at night and 
the lights not always sufficient, it was 
Cifficult to make a thorough examination 
of all the guns, but as a general rule 
they were not. kept as clean as they 
should have been. I noted that where 
the captain required the men to look 
after their own arms and equipmenss 
these wefe In better shape than where 
the janitor or Some other man was em- 
ployed to keep them in order. The arms. 
except those in the hands of the colored 
troops, are ré@ported effective for riof 
duty, the principal duty for which 
state troops are likely to be turned out, 
but they would not he effective against 
troops armed with more modern arms. 

“Target practice is well kept up 
some places and slighted in others, the 
trouble being to secure suitable sites 
for ranges and this trouble will be in- 
creased when the magazine gun with its 
greater trajectory is supplied all the 
trogps. It is thourcht that ranges central- 
ly located so as to be used by four or five 
organizations might obviate much of this 
difficulty. This practice should be en- 
couraged in every way. a plentiful sup- 
ply of ammunition should be issued and 
competent instructors placed in cNarge. 
No attention except in skirmish firing 
has been paid to the: very important drill 
of estimating distanees. This requires 
no special preparation and involves no 
expense. Jt is a diversion for men who 
are becoming tired of armory work. Fre- 
quent drills of this kind should be re- 
quired. 

“The uniform of these troops {fs the 
blue blouse, cap and trousers; almost all 
are provided with leggings and cam- 
paign hats also. Khaki uniforms are be- 
HNevéd to be all that is required for gen- 
eral service in this climate. They are 
more comfortable for warm weather, 
more suitable for camping, are warm 
enough for indoor drill in winter and are 
cheaper than the blue clothes. In every 
way they are fhe proper uniform for 
general use of the troops of this state 
and their issue is recommended. 

“In many instances the Men were not 
on hand at the time set for inspection, 
frequently causing a delay of half an 
hour or move. ‘This tardiness can be part- 
ly explained by the fact that they were 
occupied in business and could not get 
off sooner, but such an explanation will 
not apply to a large number of cases, 
and, thereby, some of the essential feat- 
ures of military training—promptness and 
obedience to orders—were lost sight of. 

‘“‘Many of the organizations Were form- 
ed long ago and their historical associa- 
tions serve to keep them up, second ana 
third generations taking the places for- 
merly held by their fathers. While fully 
appreciating the value of such associa- 
tions I believe that more satisfactory re- 
sults can be obtained and the interests of 
both local and general governments bet- 
ter served by consolidation, fewer or- 
ganizations and larger numbers in each. 

“The morals of the troops seems to be 
excellent; they are carefully selected, 
their characters being inquired into prior 
to enlistment, and they show a proper 
military spirit. 

‘In conclusion, I have the honor to 
report that Captain Baltzell and I were 
received everywhere with courtesy and 
hearty cooperation, every facility to mak 
a thorough inspection being afforded us.’

She stood erect and pointing the index 
finger of her right hang at Warden Alla- 
g0Qd, whose head was about disappear- 
ing, she exclaimed: 

“That for his promise not to pun- 


ish me” (and here she snapped her 
fingers.) ‘Why if I were to tell 
one-half of what that man knows to 
be true, he would flay me alive.

The Story of Insubordination. 


When the “diamond queen” was receiv- 
ed at the prison farm in January last she 
was assigned to house work. It was 
sweeping, bed making and poultry feed- 
ing. The work was Iight and though it 
wus done in convict garb, it was not dis- 
tasteful and for a time all went well with 
Mamile DeCris. 

But some time in the mouth of June a 
negro woman who had been acting as 
hogpital stewart was taken ill nd was 


Officials. That may be due to the fact 
that it was all new to Miss DeCris. while 
it was old to the two men who were in 
the room. 

“First of all,’’ said Miss DeCris. ‘‘the 
warden there, Mr. Allagood, made the 
doctor examine me to see if I was physi- 
cally able to stand the punishment, Well, 
the doctor took my pulse. He took my 
heart beat. He noted my respiration and 
turning to the warden told him that I 
could stand the punishment. 

* ‘Come, Mamie,’ said the warden, 
across this bed.- Lay flat upon 
stomach, Now, no noise.’ 

“I was compelled to lie flat upon the 
hed. Then the warden laid the lash on. 
He counted the licks, I am told, as he hit 
them, but of that I do not know. I 
never had time or heart to think. [ only 
knew I was being humiliated as few 
white women of the south are. I knew, 
ton, that remonstrance was in vain and 
I let him go on. I eriled out in my pain, 
but he paid no heed to me. It was sim- 
ply the rise and the fall of that lash 
until he thought he had hit me often 
enough. Then he told me to get up. 
That he was through. He asked me if 
I intended to obey the prison rules. I 
am told that I gave my assent and I 
guess I did. I know that I had been 
completely conquered. Who would not 
have been conquered? Oh, God, the an- 
guish of this statement. Can women 
ever realize what I have endured?’ 

But quite different is the story Warden 
Aalligood and Dr. Adams tell. Both offi- 
cials admit that the lash was laid on 
twenty times and that the warden did 
not spare any of his strength. He real- 
ized,.as he Says, that he Was compelled 
to punish a refactory prisoner and he 
knew it would do no good to give her 
a half way flogging. It were better to 
give her one she would always remember 
and thereby avoid any chance of having 
to repeat the punishment, 

Flogged Her “in the Right Way.” 

“Yes,” said Warden Allagood @seussing 
the flogging, “L,found it necessary to 
whip the woman, and I did it as I al- 
ways do any duty. [I did it In the right 
way. I asked Dr. Adams to examine her 
as she has said, and when he declared 
that she was physically and mentally 
ahle to stand the punishment I asked 
him to the room to see it done. In the 
penitentiary system there is a time when 
a physic’an is supreme even to the lessee. 
It is the physician who says a convict 
is able to work, and when he says so it 
is the place of the officials to see that 
that convict works, for he is sent here 
to work. If the doctor says the convict 
is not able to work, then there is no 
official connected with the department 
who is brutal enough to make the con-

He talked of the flogging in the same 
business-like manner as the warden. He 
could see no reason why the woman 
should not be punished for Infraction of 
tne prison rules like other convicts. He 
asserts that when he examined Mamie 
DeCris, knowing that she was going 
against the lash, he was as careful and 
particular as he could be. He half hoped 
that he might find some weakness in 
order that he might advise against the 
punishment. But he found her in ex- 
eellent condition physically, with no men- 
tal complications which should mitigate 
in her favor. He gave the warden his 
views, and when the flogging was to be 
done he went to the room where the lash 
was to be laid on to see that no undue 
severity or excessive punishment should 
hold sway. 

‘‘Miss DeCris,"’ said the doctor “‘was 
never struck on her flesh. Thefe were 
three plies of clothing between her buttox 
and the leather strap. When she laid 
across the bed I could see this plainly. 
Her feet hung down and her underskirt 
was a little ionger than her convict dress. 
The warden did not lose his temper. He 
acted with moderation. 1 Know 
of the causes leading up to the whipping. 
1 have heard of al! kinds of rumors. Yes, 
1 have heard of the rumor connecting my 
name with the trouble, 
truth in that. Not the slightest, 
you.”’ 

Warden Allagood, by whose and 
the lash was laid upon the convict, Is 
a man of large, herculean size. He 
stands 5 feet 10 inches easy and will 
weigh two hundred and twenty 
pounds, He will measure 44 inches 
around the belt, while his leg just 
below ~ the thigh is fully 20 inches, 
He has an arm as large and hard as 
evef graced a prize fighter, and those 
who know him best assert that his 
heart is as big and kind as he is 
large. That he could strike a tre- 
mendous blow is assured by a glanca 
at him.

A strange feature of the case ~is_ the 
disappefrance of that strap. Sinee the 
DeCris affair became public every ef- 
fort to find the instrument of punisna- 
ment of punishment has failed. It can 
not be located and Warden Allagood de- 
clares he has no idea where it is. Hé 
says it was about 30 inches long and 
that it was as wide as the hand of an 
ordinary man. It was one ply art the 
end furthest from. the handle, while the 
handle was made of half dozen plies 
sewed together and then the bulk whil- 
tled round so that it could be easily 
grasped by the hand. All the convicts 
declare tt an instrument of great punishe 
ment, and strong men shrink from it. 

In making the investigation little help 
has been shown any one since the first 
publication of the flogging in The Con- 
stitution Sunday morning. But when a 
Constitution representative called upon 
Captain Foster this morning he declared 
that he was not only willing but was 
anxious to talk about the matter, saying 
he wanted a thorough investigation and 
that he wanted it at once. He gave 
every assistance in his power and indict- 
ed a letfer with his own hand to War- 
den Allagood advising him to help along 
with the inquiry. At the main gate te 
the woman’s building a great gate se 
curely locked cut off entrance and pre- 
vented escape. 

But when Warden Allagood had read 
the superintendent’s letter he opened the 
door and gave all aid in his power to 
the investigation. His only obstruction 
was his presence during the conversa- 
tion with the “Diamond Queen.”

GET TOBACCO REBATE MONEY. 


Alabama Dealers To Receive About 
$120,000. 


Birmingham, Ala., August 11.--(Spe- 
cial.)\—About $120,000 will be distwibuted to 
tobacco dealers in Alabama this week, 
and of this amount about $26,000 will go 
to dealers in Jefferson county. Collector 
of Internal Revenue Joseph O. Thomp- 
son yesterday afternoon received wag- 
rants from the commissioner of internal 
revenue in Washington for the rebate to- 
bacco claims for Alabama persons. This 
is the refunded tax on tobacco the war 
revenue tax having been abolished a 
vear ago. A number of large wholesale 
firms in the state will receTVe over $120,000. 
The warrants are being mailed today by 
the collector to the different firms. 


ROOSEVELT SHOWS CLEMENCY. 


Refuses To Sanction Dismissal of 
Lieutenant Carter. 


Washington, August 11.—By order of 
the president a letter of reprimand will 
be sent to Lieutenant Commander Fide- 
lios Carter, U. 8S. N., for negligence in 
navigation jn failing tp have casts of the 
lead taken frequently while under way 
on soundings. Carter was tried by Gen- 
eral courtmartial on the Asiatic station 
last winter on five charges in connection 
with the grounding of the United States

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RUOT TO TENDEH 
HIS RESIGNATION 


But It Won't Become tffec- 
tive for Some Months 


If He ~s Detailed in London Longer 
Than December 1, President 
Roosevelt Will Name a 
New Secretary of 
War. 


Washington, August 11.—Before Secre 
tary Root sails for London to sit with 
the Alaskan commission he will place his 
resignation in the hands of President 
Roosevelt in order that the president may 
Bppoint a secretary of war, if it is deem- 
ed necessary during Mr. Root’s absence. 
It is expected, however, that the resigna- 
tion will not be acted upon until after 
congress meets. The appointment of Mr. 
Root’s successor will depend somewhat 
upon the length of time that Secretary 
Root will be engaged upon the Alaskan 
boundary commission. 

It has been known for some time that 
Becretary Root intended to retire, but did 
not wish to leave the department until 
the general staff bill was in operation 
and other matters pertaining to the de- 
partment were well under way. It {fs un- 
derstood that the matter of his successor 
has been decided, and while nothing offi- 
cial can be obtained, it is believed that 
the position will be tendered to Governor 
Taft 


While Secretary Root is in London he 
will remain in communication with the 
war department, and matters pertaining 
to the genera! staff and other important 
affairs will be referred to him. If the 
sittings of the Alaskan commission ex- 
tend beyond December 1, it is likely that 
the secretary's resignation will be accept- 
ed and his successor appointed at. that 
time, and if the situation in the war 
department becomes such that a secre- 
tary is needed to take charge of affairs, 
one will be appointed earlier. It is be- 
lieved here that there will be a. great deal 
of delay in consideration of the Alaskan 
boundary case, and that the United 
States commissioners may be detained in 
London several months. 

Secretary Root’s desire to leave public 
life is based Jargely on personal grounds. 
His family does not like the life in 
Washington, and the secretary desires 
also to return to’his law practice in 
New York. The great questions that were 
pending in the war department relating 
mainly to the administration of the islanas 
acquired from Spain and the establish- 
ment of a government in Cuba*have been 
accomplished during Secretary Root’s ad- 
ministration. The reorganzation of the 
army under the general staff plan is now 
under way, and the secretary feels that 
he has accomplished the work that he 
Was called on to do when he became 
secretary of war. 


Taft To Succeed Root. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., August 11.—Elihu 
Root will resign as secretary of war, the 
resignation to take effect about the Ist 
of next January. He will be succeeded 
unless present plans miscarry by Judge 
William H. Taft, now governor of the 
Philippines. 


STONE NAMED BY ENGINEERS. 


Will Fill Place Made Vacant by the 
Death of Arthur. 

Cleveland, August 11.—W. S. Stone, of 
Eldon, lowa, division No. 181, has been 
elected to fill the unexpired term as 
grand chief engineer of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, made vacant 
by the death of P. M. Arthur and A. B. 
Youngson. 

After the election the executive com- 
mittee of the brotherhood said that no 
fear need be felt of any radical changes 
in the policy of the brotherhood. 

Warren Sanford Stone was born in 
Aftnsworth, Washington county, Iowa, in 
February, 18690.

CHARRED BODIES 
N GREAT HEAPS 

Found by Rescuers in Rail- 
way Tunnell at Pars, 


Eighty-four Bodies Have Already 
Been Recovered—Flags:in Paris 
Are Half-Masted on Ac- 
count of the Horrible 
Disaster. 


Paris, August 11.—Eighty-four bodies 
have been recovered and the death list 
probably will exceed 100 in the under- 
ground railway disaster which occurred 
here last night. 

The accident which occurred on the 
Metropolitan electric railway assumed 
the proportions of an awful catastrophe 
during the early hours today, when 
more than four score bodies of the 
burned and suffocated victims were re- 
moved from the subterraneah passage. 
Crowds of weeping men, women and 
children were struggling around the 
tunnel entrance in an effort to recognize 
their missing relatives and friends. Most 
of the victims are from the middie and 
working classes, as the trains were car- 
rying them home from their work. 

At 3:30 o'clock firemen forced their 
way down through the tunnel station at 
Menilmontant and returned soon after- 
wards with sevén bodies, two men, two 
young boys and three women.: These 
as theli 
positions showed they had been groping 
through the smoke that filled the tunnel, 
seeking a way to escape, when they 
were overcome. 

Bodies in q@ Mass. 

At the second descent the firemen 
found a great number of bodies massed 
near the ticket office of the station, 
where many had evidently been over- 
come while seeking tickets. They had 
been surprised by the columns of smoke 
and had sought to run back up the stone 
Stairway leading to the street. A strug- 
gle had ensued and some escaped, but 
the others had been trampled on. One 
woman had fled within the ticket office 
where her body was tuund. The ticket 
taker herself succumbed in escaping. 

Farther on the firemen stumbled upon 
a terrible mass of bodies. 

These were the passengers of the burn- 
ed train. They had jeape4 from the 
coaches when the fire broke out and grop- 
ing through the suffocating clouds 
smoke sought the exit at Les Charonnes 
station. But the tunnel makes a sharp 
turn near the scene of thé disaster and 
at the angle the entire mass of human- 
ity apparently became tightly wedged. 
The panic which took place at this point 
within this dark subterranean passage 
must have been terrible. 

Mothers Clasping Children. 

The number of corpses brought up from 
the angle where the mass was wedged. 
was 6o large that four and eight bodies 
were placed in each ambulance. Many 
of the victfms had handkerchiefs stuffed 
in their mouths, having evidently tried 
to keep out the asphyxiating smoke. 
Some women held their children tightly 
in their arms.

He re- 
fused resolutely, however, to be carried 
to his apartment, saying that he was guf- 
ficiently strong to walk. He then pro- 
ceeded slowly, surrounded by his anxious 
entourage, his head bent almost on his 
shoulder and so pale that the flesh was 
searcely distinguishable from his robes. 
The neck of his gown still remained open. 

Dr. Davenzia, speaking about the pope, 
said: 

“If they wish our Pius not to succumb, 
the vatican authorities must change their 
system. ‘They must not oblige him to 
follow the babits of Pope Leo. The pres- 
ent pontiff needs especially plenty of 
fresh air. He must not be sRut up in a 
box in a vitiated atmosphere.”’ 

The pope retired earlier than usual, say- 
ing that he felt quite recovered.

THE REPORT OF THE LOBLY INVESTIGATION 


COMMITTEE. . 


The report of the joint committee of the general assembly to inves- 
tigate the lobbying practices as charged in and about that body appears 
in full on another page. The high character and honorable repute of 
each member signing the report are beyond question and their unani- 
mous conclusions therein expressed will be accepted with perfect cred- 


ence by the people of Georgia. 


The committee conducted its work with diligence and determination. 
It invited “every citizen” who had aught to offer to submit his testimony, 
whether positive or indicative, as to any practices amounting to lobby- 
ism, or improper pressure upon, the actions of members of the general 


assembly. 


It disregarded all technical rules of evidence and, as it says, 


admitted “the vaguest rumors” in order that any trail to criminal] bby- 


ing might be found. 


The authors of the charge of lobbying sat in con- 


Stantly with the committee, were allowed to practically assume charge of 
the bringing out of testimony to sustain their charges, and no witness was 
excused until they had no more to ask from him; and every person de 
manded by them was required to appear, be sworn and examined. 

It is impossible to imagine how such an investigation could be made 


more impartial and complete. 


By the wide-open policy of the committee 


every propounder of a lobbyism accusation is estopped from questioning 


the verdict from this investigation. 


It will be signally noted in the committee’s report that “the only 
evidence submitted. to us” of unlawful endeavor to lobby with a member 
Was that submitted by Representative Millg, of Cherokee. : 

The Mills case is phenomenally peculiar. While he was a fledgling 
member, just getting used to his perch, he says he was approached by a 
fresh young man whom he had never seen before and hag never seen 
since, who did not-introduce himself, produce his personal card or pre- 
sent a letter of commendation from any known party. This anonymous

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Mr. Graves Speaks on Lynching. 

Yesterday in the anti-lynching con- 
ference at Chautauqua, N. Y., Hon. 
John Temple Graves was the speaker 
of the day. Extracts frém his address 
on “Lynching and Its Remedy” are 
printed in our news columns this 
morning. 

The treatment Mr. Graves gave to 
the subject was almost entirely from 
the national viewpoint. The evil of 
mob law is as national now as it was 
in elder days when such assemblages 
flourished in Boston, New York and 
Alton, Ills. Then the victims were 
principally white men and were haul- 
ed around with ropes or murdered be- 
cause they had opinions and expressed 
them. If there is any sectional gen- 
esis of mobocracy the breeding of it 
cannot be charged to the south. 

Mr. Graves carefully and yet elo- 
quently tells why negroes are lynched 
in the south for assaulting the virtue 
and lives of white women, and says 
with a vehemence none too strong 
that such lynchings will continue until 
such crimes disappear. The same 
idea of duty in those emergencies is 
displaying its existence and insist- 
ence in the north. Therefore the pres- 
ent question is one of cure for crime 
and not of futile fulminades against 
the natural-born mobs. 

It is notable that while Mr. Graves 
discusses various treatments possible 
to be applied to the evils mentioned 
he has confidence in but one of them 
—his own special devotion to the ab- 


No Negro Issue in 1904. 

There is absolutely neither wisdom 
nor necessity that demands of the 
democratic party that it should raise 
an issue on any negro question with 
the republican party in the next pres- 
idential campaign. 

So far as the fourteenth amendment 
is concerned, the republican party 
can fix its intended policy, if it has 
any to fix, during the forthcoming ses- 
sion of congress.

“No person except a natural born 
citizen, or ‘a citizen of the United 
States at the time of the adoption of 
this constitution, shall be eligible to 
the office of president,” etc. 

That was a square-toed grandfather 
clause at the time of its incorporation 
in the constitution and there were 
men who afterwards profited by it. 
President Roosevelt igs even now a 
beneficiary of it, ior by that clause 
his ancestors were made citizens of 
the United States and endowed with 
the rights of suffrage that he has in- 
herited in combination with the right 
to be elected president of the country, - 
if he can get enough electoral votes. 

The wise course for the democrats 
to pursue ig to let the republicans 
start the negro issue of the campaign, 
if there are to be any negro issues at 
all.

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‘Editor of the Atlanta Evening News Says the 
Problem Is How To Stop the 
Crime. 


| Chautauqua, N. Y., August 11.—Unique 
among all gummer gatherings is the 
“mob conference’ now in progress here 
The increase of mob spirit shown by 
steuds, lynchings, riots, assassinations 
and other lawless happenings gives great 
importance to this conference. 

Join Temple Graves, editor of The 
Atlanta Evening News, in his address on 
“The Mob Spirit of the South,” defended 


+rape, holding that though lynching is a 
crime, it is justified by the crimé which 
provokes it and will never be discon- 
tinued until the crime is eliminated. The 
remedy for lynching must be the elimi- 
flation ‘of the crime of rape, and this, 
he maintained, could be done onty by 
the separation of the two raceg in the 
United States. 

Mr. Graves spoke eloquently and log- 
igally, saying in part: 

The mob has broken the barriers of 
section, and lynching is at last a na- 
tional crime. The spirit of lawlessness is 
clearly an evil of the times. The touch 
of the mob has made the republic kin. 
For every Newnan there is a Wilming- 
ten. For Palmetto in Georgia, Kansas 
has its Leavenworth. Sam Hose is 
matched by Alex White. The Evansville 
riots surpass the riots in Carolina. The 
mob that shoots in Mississippi is an- 
swered by the mob that slays in Dan- 
ville, Ill.. Akron, Ohio, storms a negro's 
refuge in jail almost within sight of 
Canton, where sleeps the Martyr prest- 
dent—the best beloved man who has oc- 
cuplie.] the white house since the! Father 
of his Country. Pana and Carterville 
thrust their murderous Winchesters int» 
the black faces of the workmen who come 
to delve the mines of Illinois. A mob 
in Chicago, ready with rope, chases a 
negro through the stfeets. New York, 
the metropolis and the cosmopolis of our 
world has its central section from Thir- 
tieth street to Thirty-fifth, torn by a 
race riot as flerce and as relentless as 
ever raged in New Orleans: And even in 
Springfield, Mass.—right in New Eng- 
land's noble heart—the police battalions 
battled half the night to rescue from 
the lynehers a bibulous citizen who with 
a swipe of a broken beer glass .had 
nipped from its place another New Eng- 
land gentleman's obtrusive nose. The 
d= gman has come home to the country at 
ast. 

And so in a spirit without recrimina- 
tion. we emerge from our separate 
glass houses not to throw stones at the 
dwelling across the way, but to examine 
our logses and to recast our common de- 
fenses for the future of the state. 

If the spirit of lynching had its first 
expression in the south, it is due to 
causes which may be easily understood. 
The South is not predisposed to lawless- 
ness or given to violence. Its temper is 
fair, and it has enriched the republic 
with the names of great jurists. and the 
.country’s statute book with the record 
of wise and equitable laws. 

I put in evidence here the fact that 
the southern people have held woman in 
peculiar and almost romantic esteem. I 
am free by the record to assert that no 
people in history have ever compassed 
with greater tenderness and with more 
reverential chivalry the females of their 
race. Next to the divinity of Christ, the 
gentleman of the old south always wor- 
shipped thé women of his race. e may 
not have loved them always em but 
he always loved them passing well. To 
this fine old .product the sex of his mother 
carried with it a reverence that made her 
only a little lower than the angels. Her vir- 
tues and graces were set up as the sacred 
aitars of his house. he was not amen- 
able to the judgment and criticism ac- 
corded to men. Her faults, if she had 
any, were all atoned in the fact of her 
existence and in tNe exemption of her 
gex. Throned on the pedestal of her 
party she was the empress of his siviliza- 


ion, and she was ever as an abstraction 


in his eyes, as beautiful as Venus, the 
Mythical Goddess or beautiful as Venus 
the Evening Star. To treat, her with dis- 
respect was -to summon from their scab- 
bards a thougand swords of swift de- 
fense. To insult her was a crime pun- 
ishable by death ;and to degrade her 
person was, in the sight of God and man, 
the Unpardonable Sin! ’ 

Long years after the flery vengeance 
of outraged society had visited this crime 
with its swift and fearful nemesis, it 
vented itself upon lesser atrocities. Law- 
lessness is progressive, and the hands 
that slew first for woman's murdered 
honor, found it easier to hang in time 
for man’s life. and for the burning of his 
home. But the crime of lynching had Its 
origin and genesis in the unspeakable 
horror and the unspeakable indignation 
of a chivalric people for a monstrous 
outrage against the mothers, the wives 
and the daughters of the race. 

The crime which begot lynching was a 
crime against southern womanhood—a 
crime blacker than arson and deadiier 
than assassination—a crime beside which 
murder is a misdemeanor and death a 
holiday—a crime that killed thrice and 
each a death withoyt a resurrection—a 
crime that blasted memory while it mur- 
dered reputation—a crime unspeakable 
eae unthinkable this side the gates o? 
ell. 

Count It at its worst, concede its law- 
lessnéss, confess its démoralization, de- 
plore its outrage upon the law—but you, 
sir—you wher condemn lynching most— 
put yourself tn the place of the victim 
or the victin.’s kin—stand in the ashes 
and desolation of an anguish for which 
there is no balm in time and no healing 
In religion: look upon the form maimed, 
battered and forever dishonored, of the 
thing you hold dearest and purest on 
earth—anf, then with your hand upon 
the heart of an honest man, answer the 
challenge of the mob, and say, Where 
would you stand in that day? 

Lynching Will Follow Crime. 


Mr. President, ‘Ladies and Gentlemen: 
Lynching is a crime. No sane man wil! 
deny that proposition. It is anarchy. It 
is riot. It is a blow to the constitu- 
tion. It is a stab at the law. It Is de- 
plorable. It is awful. It is appailing. 

But {i is here. It is here to stay. Place 
here as the premise and postulate of your 
reasoning that lynching wil] never here- 
after be discontinued in this republiq un- 
til the crime which provokes it is de- 
stroyed. This is a fact, not a theory. 
It may not be as it ought to be, but it is, 
as it is, and as it surely will be. 

Upon any other crime men may be 
brought to reason. Upon any othe. 
rrovocation men may be induced to suf- 
fer the delays, the tricks and the un- 
certainties of the law. But the people 
from whom cometh all law have written 
in their hearts and wills an unpublished 
statute that the man who ruthlessly de- 
spoils the life and honor of a woman 
must be tried and punished by the last 
wild law which men reserve for their 
sternest passions and their dead}iest 
wrongs: No clamor can change, no dis- 
cussion can affect, no public opinion can 
overturn, no statute can destroy this 
fixed, firm and fneradicable determina- 
tion. The cause must be removed before 
the effect is destroyed. 

We might as well state the question 
fairly. The problem of the hour ifs not 
how to prevent Lynching in the south, but 
the larger question. How shall we destroy 
the crime which always has and always 
will provoke the Lynching? When we 
reach this statement of the question, 
we have made some progress. Not before. 

Read the fulminations of the negro pul- 
piteers. Read the resolutions of negro 
assemblies. Read the utterances of sin- 
cere but misguided philanthropy. Line 
upon line and protest upon protest against 
the sin of lynching. And not in line or 
syllable is a voice lifted to condemn the 
monstrovs and infernal outrage of the 
rapint, Is philanthropy blind or is it one-

tt the punishment is:severe, think of 
the crime it avenges—a punishment be- 
yond custom, for a crime without a 
parallel. That would be the one thing 
worse than death. It would add a new 
and startling terror to the gallows, and 
would appeal to an‘instinct of fear hith- 
erto untouched in the criminal element 
of thé race. Whenever the mob in its 
madness has adopted this terrible method 
of reprisal the record without a break 
shows that the terrible lesson has tow- 
ered above every other in its restrain- 
ing influences upon the vile passions of 
that class. t is a remedy that would 
perform the double purpose of tntimidat- 
ing crime and satisfying vengeance and 
making impossible a repetition of the 
crime. I offer as evidence that in the 
two counties of Georgia where lawless 
mobs have written this law upon even 
lawless vengeance that no subsequent 
pape has ever occurred to defy the féar- 
ful memory which it evoked. I do not 
advocate the remedy, but there are those 
who think that the courts, without 
mutilation or barbarity, might adopt the 
lesson learned from the record of the 
mob, and enthrone the law in this new 
and startling terror for the. suppression 
°— blackest and foulest of all human 
crimes. 


Another Remedy Suggested. 


Why not reform the mob by authority? 

Why not sober the mob with responsi- 
bflity? 

Why not provide the mob a means of 
doing instantly and legally what they 
will otherwise do in defiance of law? 

Why not save society. the shock of law- 
lessness by a legal concession to ita 
outraged indignation? 

Why not take the sting and stigma ou: 
of anarchy with a statute? 

It is possible to safeguard the con- 
cession strongly. If the posse court acts 
in frenzy and on insufficient evidence let 
its action be a felony and the subject 
of prosecution in times of subsequen: 
calm. 

» One of the terrible things which the 
mob protests in a legal trial is the double 
and untold agony which the woman vic- 
tim must suffer in going over before a 
jury the harrowing details of the crime 
that ruined her. Before the posse court 


-this horror would be avoided and her 


simple identification of the criminal would 
be enough. ‘‘That is the man,” would be 
the measure of her legal duty fn the case. 
The posse court has some powerful 
reasons to commend it. 


The Only Remedy. 


There is no real remedy but one. To 
the problem of the races and to the 
problem of this hour, which is its mis- 
shapen spawn, there is but one so- 
lution, there is but a single remedy. We 
are wasting time in theories as idle as 
they are unequal! to the peril of the hour 
which is at last but a symptom of the 
peril of the times. We are temporizing 
with a giant danger upon hasty and 
childish expedients. We are salving a 
broken limb with vaseline. We are treat- 
ing a cancer with catnip tea.

Politics complicates the problem by 
bringing times of fierce civic conflict 
when the passions and propecees of fac- 
tion may be moved to partisan alignment 
with the deep and lurking dangers of the 
race question! 

And the truth which lies beyond and 
above all’ these temporizing expedients 
and suggestions ifs the great central truth 
which I have been preaching for years— 
that separation is the logical, the inevita- 
ble, the only solution of this great prob- 
lem of the races. 

Daniel Webster said so. Thomas Jef- 
ferson said so. James Madison, and Ed- 
ward Everett, and eg? Clay believed 
and said it. Abraham Lincoln thought 
so and moved toward the experiment. 
Henry Grady said so. Theodore Roose- 
velt is. at least by inference, in favor of 
it. Bishop Turner, the ablest teacher of 
his race, is the advocate of separation.

BILL LIMITING TAX RATE 
IS PASSED BY THE HOUSE 


Fraudulent Sales of Stocks of Goods 
To Be Prohibited—No More Sal- 
aries for the Governor or 
Judges—Hard Work 
for Last Day. 


The house of representatives did a fair- 
ly good day's business yesterday, in spite 
of the fact that considerable time was 
spent in quibbling. 

Today it must dispose of the convict 
question, and the bill as amended by 
the senate will be taken up as the spe- 
celal order immediately after the reading 
of the journal. The house will, doubt- 
less, disagree to the senate amendment 
regarding the working of certain con- 
victs on the roads by counties desirina 
it, and the appointment of a conference 
committee wil] follow. It is expected 4 
vate will be taken on the matter at 16 
O'clock today, and the appointment, of 
the conference committee will follow 
shortiy thereafter. 

This being the last day of the session 
the house will do considerable work, and 
it igs not likely adjournment will be had 
much before midnight. Speaker Morris 
called attention yesterday to the large 
number of senate bills not yet acted 
on, and said he was determined to hold 
a quorum here today if he had to lack 
the members in to do it. 

The house passed on many matters 
vesterday. It pas#ed the bill to limf 
the tax rate to 5 milis, defeated the Dill 
to increase the salaries of judges of the 
supreme and superior courts, passed the 
hill 
etocks of goods in bulk, and the amené- 
ment to the franchise tax iaw, passed 
the | bill permitting certain railroads tc 
straighten out their kinks, and acted 
favorably or unfavorably on quite a 
number of other senate measures of 
lesser importance. 


To Limit Tax Rate. 

The house passed again yesterday the 
bill amending the constitution so as to 
limit the tax rate to 5 milis on the dol- 
‘ar, the measure going..through by 4 
vote of 139 to 4 Only i117 votes were 
needed to pass the measure. 

The housé passed the Perry or the sen- 
ate bill by substitute, the difference be- 
ing that the substitute limits the tax 
tate to 5 mills for all purposes, Including 
the sinking fund, while the bill passed 
by the senate did not include the sink- 
ing fund, but permitted an extra levy 
for the purpose of raising the annual 
$100,000 to pay off bonds. 

This bill amends article 7, section 1, of 
the constitution by adding the following 
new paragraph: 

oo * The levy of taxes on 
property for any one year by the gen- 
eral assembly for all purposes, ex- 
except to provide for repelling inva- 
sion, suppressing insurrection or de- 
fending the state in time of war, 
shall not exceed five mills on each 
dollar of the value of the property 
taxable in the state.” 


There is no doubt the senate will con- 
cur fn this substitute, since it has already 
passed the same measure on a former 
Occasion; and it is hardly likely to insist 
on allowing an extra levy for the sinking 
fund. ; 

This is the second time this bill has 
gone through both houses at this ses- 
sion. The house and senate both passed 
a similar bill by Mr. Tigner, of Musco- 
gee, but "after it reached the governor 
# was discovered that the manner in 
which it was worded might prevent the 
collection of the special taxes levied 
by the state. Mr. Tigner did not agree 
in the opinion th&t his bill was defective, 
but he yielded to the opinion of others 
and assented to the calling back of the 
bill from the governor that it might be 
perfected. The measure is now in such 
shape that it will in no wise affect the 
collection of special taxes by the state. 
The substitute as passed by the house 
was prepared by Mr. Tigner and em- 
bodied the same features and ideas as 
weré embraced in his original bill. 

This constitutional amendment will be 
yoted on by the people at the genera! 
election next year, and there is no doubt 
of its adoption. 

“Wo Increased Salaries. 


The houge ptt its foot down hard yes- 
terday on the proposition to increase 
the salaries of judges of the supreme 
and superior courts and of the governor. 
And it was a heavy foot. 

The bill by Senator Comas. proposing 
to increase the salaries of justices of the 
tupreme court from $3,000 to $4,000 and 
of judges of the superior courts from 
$2,000 to $3,000, which had passed the 
senate by a unanimous vote, was amend- 
ed in the house so as to increase thd 
gaiary of the governor from $8,000 to $5,000 
and then promptly deféated. 

“The amendment increasing the gov- 
ernot’s salary was adopted by a vote 
4f 60 to 88. The vote by 4which the bil

Mr. Slaton, of Fultou, opened the de- 
bate in behalf of thé bill, urging the 
necessity of paying the members of the 
judiciary living salaries. The smallness 
of the salary makes these positions un- 
attractive to many able men, and often 
tuose best qualified were unabie, for 
this reason, to go on the bench. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, said he was in favor 
of this measure because it would make 
the judiciary independent. 

At this point Mr. Tigner, of Muscogee, 
Offered his amendment providing that no 
judge receiving the proposed iné¢rease 
of salary should accept or use any rail- 
road pass. 

“That's a good amendment,” Mr. Hall 
faid, ‘‘and is exactly in lin@ with what 
I am about té gay. This increase of 
salary will make our judges independent. 
It will be money well invested, and is 
in the interests of every citizen of Geor- 
gia.”” Mr. Hall’s appeal for the passage 
of the measure was a forcible one. 

The previous question was then called 
and the twenty minutes allotted to the 
chairman of the committee making the 
favorable report was given by Chairman 
Slaton to the following members: Messrs. 
Candler of DeKalb, West of Lowndes, 
Howell of Meriwether, Fields of Dooly, 
Tigner of Muscogee and Hall of Bibb. 
All of these made brief but strong 
speeches in support of the measure. It 
was held that the present salartes paid 
to judges of superior courts 
was in many instances insuffi- 
ient for the support of thetfr fam- 

ies. Under present conditions it is a 
great sacrifice, it was urged, for any 
but men of means to accept these po- 
sitions on the bench. There are many 
able lawyers who would gladly go on 
the bench if the salaries were suffidient 
for their maintenance and support. 

The house voted down two or three 
ayjmendments which were designed to pro- 
hibit the acceptance by judges of rail- 
road passes and franks from telephone 
and telegraph companies, and then 
adopted the amendment increasing the 
salary of the governor by a vote of. 69 
to 58. It was feared by some that this 
amendment would have the effect of de- 
feating the bill, 
were, for some reason, opposed to in- 
creasing the governor's salary. For that 
reason several efforts were made to re- 
consider the action of the house in adopt- 
ing this amendment, but all motions to 
that end were ruled out of order, the 
previous question having been called.

Franchise Tax Amendment. 

Just before the adjournment of the 
morning session the house passed with 
only one dissenting vote the bill by Sen- 
ator Davis, which has already passed 
the senate, providing for an amendment 
to the franchise tax law so as to afford 
relief to such corporations as were al- 
ready paying franchise taxes to counties 
or municipal corporations. ; 

This bill provides that where a cor- 
poration is paying any tax in the nature 
of a franchise tax to any city or county, 
the amount of that tax shall be deducted 
from the proportion of such city’s or 
county’s tax under the genera] franchise 
tax bill. In other words, it is designed 
to prevent the collection of a double 
franchise tax. In case the special 
franchise tax is greater than the amount 
to be paid under the general bill, then 
the full special tax shall be paid. The 
bill was amended so as not to include in 
the computations any such tax as bridge 
rentals or street paving. 

This bill was designed especially for the 
relief of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company, which now p@ys a per- 
centage of its gross receipts to the city 
of Atlanta. In future, while technically 
this gross receipt tax will continue to be 
paid, it will be included in and as a 
part of the franchise tax paid to the city 
of Atlanta under the general bill. There 
are streét railway systems in three or 
four cities of the state which are similar- 
ly affected. 

Birds on Ladies’ Hats. 

The afternoon session of the house was 
auspicigusly opened yesterday by legisla- 
tion in behalf of the ladies. The Audu- 
bon bill, for the protection of birds of 
song and plumage and their nests, was 
called up, the action of the house in 


passing it having been reconsidered. Two 
amendments were adopted, one making | 
the bill apply only to birds in their raw 

state, and another exempting from the 

provision of the law al] mounted, branch- | 
ed and stuffed birds. As amended in this | 
shap®, the bill was again passed and 1s 

ready to go to the governor. 

The action of the house in thus amend- 
ing the bill means that no lady will be 
amenable to the law for wearing birds 
on their hats. As the bill originally stood, | 
it would have been a misdemeanor for any 
woman to be found with a stuffed or 
mounted bird in her possession as an ar- 
ticle of personal adornment. The changes 
in the bill were made upon motion of Mr. 
Slaton, of Fulton. 

The house passed the senate resolution | 
providing for.the publication by the pub- 
lic printer of the colonial, revolutionary 
and confederate records of Georgia, now 
being compiled and mrepared by former 
Governor Allen D. Candler. The resolu- 
tion directs the public printer .to print 
and bind these records, payment to be 
made out of the public printing fund. 
These records are to be sold to the public 
in the same manner as are the supreme 
court reports and other public documents, 


Quarrel Over Pages. 

The house got up quite a scrap over a 
resolution authorizing pay for three ¢x- 
tra pages. and one extra doorkeeper for 
the senate, which was introduced by Mr. 
Calvin of Richmond. 

Mr. Franklin, of Washington, and Mr.

The Famous Sims Case. 

During the administration of the late 
Governor W. Y. Atkinson, he made a 
eontract under which Sherman J. Sims 
and others, of Maysville. in Jackson coun- 
ty, were given life passes over the 
Northeastern railfoad, in consideration 
of their giving the state full fee simple 
title to certain right of way through 
their property. The state at that time 
owned the Northeastern railroad, but it 
has since been sold to the Southern Rail- 
way Company, and that cOmpany re- 
fuses to honor the life passes given by 
Governor Atkinson. 

The question now arises whether or 
not the state is liable for these life 
passes. The house adopted a joint reso- 
lution, already passed by the senate,

providing for a committee of three from 
the house and two from the senate to 
investigate as to the state’s liability and 
report at the next session of the general 
assembly. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, wanted to know how 
the state could grant life passes over a 
railroad which it did not own, even if it 
is liable. 

Speaker Morris appointed Messrs. 
Hardeman of Jackson, Shackelford of 
Clarke and George of Morgan, the house 
members of the committee provided for 
in the foregoing resolution. 

To Straighten Out Kinks. 

The house passed without adverse vote 
the bill by Senator Van Buren, of the 
twenty-first, permitting certain railroads 
in this state to condemn private prop- 
erty for the purpose of straightening 
their rights of way. The idea is to let 
tffem get rid of kinks and curves and 
héavy grades, The bill, which amends 
section 2171 of the code, was amended 
s0 as tO apply only to railroads which 
are now or were OPiginally narrow-gauged 
railroads for at least three-fourths of 
their length witbin the state. The bill 
was ordered immediately transmitted to 
the senate that the latter budy might 
act on the amendments, 

The foregoing measure applies only to 
the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 
and the East and West railroad, both 
of which were formerly narrow-gauged 
lines. The former is now controlled by 
the Louisville and Nashville and the lat- 
ter by the Atlanta and Birmingham, It 
is necessary to straighten out the rights 
of way of these roads and remove the 
heavy grades before they will be able 
to handle the large amount of traffic 
that is expected to go over them. These 
two lines will furnish new routes from 
the coal flelds of Tennessee and Ala- 
bama into Atlanta. Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
spoke in favor of the foregoing meas- 
ure, 

The house took from the table the bill 
by Senator Comas to prescribe rules for 
the transportation of the dead. This 
measure proposed to prohibit the trans- 
portation of bodies of persons who died 
from serious infections and contagious 
diseases, and put stringent rules around 
the transportation of other bodies. Af- 
ter brief discussion the house decided 
it did not want to pass the bill, and put 
it back on the table. 

A bill by Senator Lee, of. the forty- 
fourth, to protect the -officers and em- 
ployees of the state penitentiary by pro- 
hibiting any person from bringing weap- 
ons or intoxicating liquors within the 
linea of penitentiary camps, was lost by 
a vote of 84 to 9. There were several 
members on the floor who did not vote; 
if they had the measure would probably 
have passed, as it lacked only 4 votes.

SENATE WORKS 


VERY SPEEDILY 


Large Amount of Important 
Business Was Dis- 
posed Of, 


Expeditious disposition of the business 


in hand was the order of the day in the 
senate. On the day preceding the last of 
the sesSion, the really remarkable record 
was made of having every pending meas- 
ure, general and local, disposed of by 


noon. A recess was then taken until half 


past 12 o’clock, and then, after the pas- 
sage of one local house bill which had 
been reported in the meantime, a further 
recess was taken until half past 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon. This was done to give 
opportunity for the receipt of any mes- 
sages which might come from the house 
and action upon the few local measures 
still pending before the senate commit- 
tees. 

In the bills disposed of at the morning 
session were several of a general charac- 
ter. Perhaps the most important of these 
was the vagrancy bill, which was amend- 
ed, on recommendation of the senate com- 
mittee, in two particulars. One of these 
adds the following additional definition 
of ‘‘vagrants:’’ 

“All persons over 16 and under 21 years 
of age able to work and who do not 
work and have no property, to suport 
them, and have not some known and 
visible means of a fair, honest and repu- 
table livelihood, and whose parents are 
unable to support them, and who are not 
in attendance upon some educational in- 
stitutions.’’ 

The folowing proviso was added te the 
first section of the bill: 

“Provided, That it shall be a sufficient 
defense to the charge of vagrancy under 
any Of the provisions of this act, that 
the defendant has made bona fige efforts 
to obtain employment at 
prices for his labor and has falled to ob- 
tain the same.”’ 

This leaves the measure, which has at- 
tracted much attention throughout the 
state and elsewhere, reading ¢n this way: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby en 
acted by the authority of the same, that 
from and after the passage of this act, 
section 453, volume & of the code of 1895, 
be and the same is hereby amended by 
designating another class of persons as 
vagrants; by striking, in its entirety, 
paragraph second of said section, line 14 
to 26, both inclusive, beginning with the 
words ‘Any person may arrest’ and end- 
ing with the words ‘for one year,’ and 
substituting in lieu thereof a paragraph

out and arresting persons alleged to be 


vagrants, and proscribing a more specific | 


procedure and punishment in all cases 
contemplated by this act, so that said 
section, thus amended, shall read as fo: 
lows: 

‘“Vagrants are: 


“1. Persons wandering or strolling about | 


in idleness who are able to work and have 
no property to support them. 

*2. Persons leading an idle, immoral] or 
profligate e, who have no property to 
support them, and who are able to work 
and do not work. 

“8. All persons able to work, having no 
property to support them, and who have 
no visible or known means of a fair, 
honest and reputable Hvelihood. The term 
‘visible and known means of a fair, 
honest and reputable livelihood,’ as used 
in this section, shal] be construed to mean 
reasonably continuous employment at 
some lawful occupation for reasonable 
compensation or a fixed and fegular in- 
come from property or other investment 
which income is sufficient for the sup- 
port and maintenance of such vagrant. 

‘4. Persons having a fixed abode, who 
have no visible property to support them 
and who live by stealing or by trading 
or bartering stolen property. 

‘>. Professional gamblers living in idle- 
ness. 

“6. All able-bodied persons who are 
found begging for a living or who quit 
their houses and leave their wives and 
children without the means of subsist- 
ence. 

“7. That all persons w¥o are able to 
work and who do not work, but hire out 
thelr minor children and live upon their 
wages, shall be deemed and considered 
vagrants. 

“8. All persons over 16 and under 21 
years of age able to work and who do 
not work and have no property to sup- 
port them, and have not some known and 
visible means of a fair, honest and repu- 
table livelihood, and whose parents are 
unable to support them, and who are not 
in attendance upon some educational in- 
stitution. 

“It shall be and is hereby made the 
duty of the sheriff and constables in 
every county, the police and town mar- 
shals or other like officials in every town 
and city in this state to give information 
under oath to any officer now empowered 
by law to issue criminal warrants of all 
vagrants within their knowledge or whom 
they have good reason to suspect as 
being vagrants, in their respective coun- 
ties, towns and cities; thereupon the said 
Officer shall issue a warrant for the ap- 
prehension of the person alleged to be a 
vagrant and upon being brought before 
him the said officer and probable cause 
be shown, shall bind such person over to 
any court of the county having jutisdic- 
tion in misdemeanor cases. 

“If, upon a trial before a jury sworn to 
inquire whether such person be a,vagrant 
or not, the fact of vagrancy be eStablish- 
ed, the said vagrant shall ba bound in 
sufficient security, in the discretion of the 
court, for his future industry and good 
conduct for one year. Said bond shall be 
payable to the court. Upon such va- 
grant’s refusal or failure to give such 
security, the said vagrant shall ge pun- 
ished as for a misdemeanor. 

“Provided, That it shal] be a suffictent 
defense to the charge of vagragcy, under 
any of the provisions of this act, that the 
defendant has made bona fide efforts to 
obtain employment at reasonable prices 
for his labor and hag failed to obtain the 
same,"’

The cost, therefore, of shipping provi- 
sions from the nearest town, the uncer- 
tainty of trains and similar inconveni- 
ence rendered the idea of cottage life 
irksome, ecomfortless and impractical 
rather than a source of restfulness, recre- 
ation to the families desirous of a satis- 
factory summer outing. 

“Perhaps the hotels in this particular 
section of the country are accountable 
for the searcity of food; perhaps they 
consume all that the people have for 
sale.’ may be suggested, but a word 
with the hotel keepers will convince te 
the contrary. They, too, are dependent 
upon the nearest town for everything 
they get, and often victims of threatencd 
mobbing when the train is behind and 
an tce famine ensues. 

The ruth is, some influence must be 
brought tq bear to stimulate the people

New York, August 11.—The cotton mar- 
ket opened steady at an advance of 3 

ints to a decline of 1 point, and aside 
rom a slight set-back in the early trad- 
ing and a momentary pause following the 
Teading of the Weekly crop report at mid- 
day, which showed a generally improved 
condition, ruled generally steady to firm, 
though quict, closing very steady 2 to 2% 
points higher, or within a point or two 
of the best for the session.

That they desire for themselves, their 
associates, successors and assigns, to be in- 
corporated for the period of one hundred and 
one (IO!) years, with the privilege of renewal 
at the expiration of that time as an electric 
street and suburban and interurban railroad 
corporation, under the name of ‘Atlanta, Bu- 
ford and Galnesvilie Bilectric Railway Com- 
pany,’’ the same not being the name of any 
existing railway corporation in the State of 
Georgia. 

2. The length of said road will be about 
fifty-eight miies, as near es can be esti- 
mated. 

3. The general direction of the same will be 
from a point In or near the City of Gaines- 
ville, in Halil County, in a southwesterly di- 
rection to Atlanta, Georgia, in the Coynty 
of Fulton, running through or near the towns 
of Flowery Branch, in Hal! County, Buford, 
Suwanee, Diluth and Norcross, in Gwinnett 
County, and thence into the Counties of De- 
Kalb and Fulton into or near the City of At- 
Janta, and also from the City of Buford in 
Gwinnett County in a northwesterly direction 
to the Chattahoochee River, near the Winding 
Shoals on said river. 

4. Baid Company proposes to construct and 
build or purchase and acquire a ‘raiircad be- 
tween the points above named, along private 
rights-of-way on public roads and in streets 
occupying such foams between the above- 
named points and such etreets in these points 
ag may from time to time be desired and 
authorized by the proper authorities. 

5. Said corporation desires the power to 
purchase, own, Dulld, construct and operate

epect epecified by the laws of the State of

They ask to be incorporated under the laws 
of the State, with all the powers providing 
for the tneorporation of railroads as contained 
in sections 2165 and 2179 inciusive, of the 
Civil Code of 1895, together with such ad- 
ditional powers as are conferred specially upon 
electric street railroads as contained in sections 
2180, 2181, 2182 and 2184 of the Civil 
Code of 1895. 

And also any subsequent legielation which 
has been or may be enacted by the General 
Assembly applicable to railroads, whether elec- 
tric, suburban or any other kind. Petitioners 
have given four weeks’ notice of the in- 
tention to apply for this charter by the pub- 
lication of this petition in the newspapers in 
which the Sheriffs’ advertisements are pub- 
lished in each of the counties of Hall, Gwin- 
nett, DeKalb and Fulton.
